Nonelected claims 24 and 33 are cancelled. 

Claims 1, 6, 9, and 38 were amended to remove language regarding binding to 
multiple dengue serotypes, since the examined 5H2 antibody species "showed no 
detectable cross-reactivity to DENV-1 , DENV-2, or DENV-3 virus" (specification page 
34, for example). Support for the amendment to claim 6 is found, for example, on 
specification page 1 1 , line 1 1 . Claims 13 and 14 were amended so that they did not 
depend from claims drawn to an antibody or binding fragment involving both light and 
heavy chain sequences.
